Coming: More Lights 



Monday's pronuK to imuU ad- 
ditional lights along the route to the 
library was indeed welcome. The de- 
cision was especially gratifying to the 
Kernel whidi had, for years, criticizetl 
the inadequacy of the lighting sys- 
tem, citing it as a serious danger to 
coeds on campus after dark. 

If work on the lighting installation 
goes according to schedule, UK wom- 
en will be able to walk safely across 
campus at night by the beginning of 
the second semester or shortly there- 
after.

Lighting the sidewalk between the 
journalism Building and the Engi- 
neering Quadrangle should also help 
to. alleviate the threat to coeds who 
must study or do night lab work in 
l unkhouser. As was stated in last 
Wednesday's editorial, the sidewalk

adequately lighted, but with the in- 
stallation of the new lights, coeds will 
at least have a properly lighted alter- 
nate route the greater part of the way. 

Vice President Peterson's decision 
to improve campus lighting to such a 
great extent is certainly a major stej) 
toward a safer campus. We are reliev- 
ed and thankful that action was taken 
before anything really serious shocked 
the University.

possible. The activity of the social 
worker Is a touchlngly pitiful 
drop-in-the-bnehet. 

Now and then, however, the 

drop-ln-the-bucket makes a loud 
enough splash to warrant atten- 
tion, eonoem, and a tribute. 

Such is the story of Gladys Ayl- 
ward, an English missionary who 
played counsel, diplomat, mother. 
Pied Piper and Moses to a large, 
desperate section of China during 
the period 1990-1940 and on. 

Her story la one of a hn os t un- 
believable absorption in the 
thought. "We are all responsible 
for each other.** 

"Life for me only really began 
When I came to China," she says, 
as she dismisses harmful tradition, 
patches- wounded bandits, runs a 
large inn. delivers messages, and 
adopts 100 children, taking them 
in brilliant mass exodus from the 
northern China border to the Yel- 
low River. 

"Jen-Ai" (The One Who Loves 
People), had a smile for the grub- 
blest baby to the most sage elder. 
Neither war, hunger, pestilence or 
lack of funds stopped Miss Ayl- 
ward's obsession that love actually 
can conquer all. 

And now Hollywood has re- 
creatied this epic struggle. It is 
quite long, often maudlin, and 
emotionally exhaustive. 

It Is Miss Bergman's finest act- 
ing Job, so magnificent in fact 
that you are seduced into forget- 
ting that any similarity between 
the aetaal Bergman and the screen 
Bergman Is purely ridiculous. 

Director Mark Robson has made 
many scenes almost unbearably 
effective (i. e. extended shots of the 
children's bruised, bleeding, band- 
aged feet as they flee the Japanese 
over treacherous mountain terrain;
